POLICY RESOLUTION IN RESPECT OF THE RECORDS 
OF THE UNION GOVERNMENT 

No. F.7-6/7\~CAI(2 ). — There has been a persistent public 
demand for legislation for the purpose of proper mainten- 
ance and management of the records of the Union and State 
Governments, and for grant of reasonable access to these 
records, for purpose of research. The Committee on Archi- 
val Legislation which enquired into the matter and reported 
on the' subject in 1960. has inter alia made the following 
recommendations : — 


( 1 ) “Steps be taken to amend the Constitution bv 
making suitable entry in the Concurrent List to 
enable the framing of a single Central Law that 
would take rare both of the Union and the State 
Archives. 


(2) Pending the amendment proposed, separate Archi- 
val Laws be enacted for the Centre as well as for 
each of the States". 


While an amendment of the Constitution is not considered 
easible at present, it is possible to have a common Archival 
.aw which will be applicable to the Union and such of the 
dates as accord their consent under Article 252(1) of the 
fonstitution. The Government of India propose to uuder- 
alcc in consultation with the State Governments suitable 
egislation in this behalf. Since such legislation would take 
ime, it it not considered desirable to delay action on the 
ubstantive recommendations of the Committee on Archival 
Legislation at least in so far as the records, of the Union 
Government are concerned. Accordingly, with a view to 
iefining and regulating the responsibilities of the Ministries. 
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Departments anti all offices of the Union Government for 
paaper custody, care and management of records in their 
possession, for selection and retirement of records of per- 
manent value to the National Archives, laying down the res- 
ponsibilities of the National Archives in respect of Public 
Records in its custody and also those with Ministries and 
other offices, and prescribing the limits and conditions govern- 
ing public access to the records retired to the National 
Archives, Government of India have approved the measures 
set out below • 

(i) These measures will extend to the records of (i) all 
rhe Departments /'Ministries of the Union Government, 

(ii) all Committees and Commissions set up by them, 

liii) the Union Public Service Commission and (jv) such 
of the attached and subordinate offices of Ministries /Depart- 
ments as may he determined from time to time, but not to 
the records of the Supreme Court, the Comptroller and 
Auditor General, the Election Commission and the Parlia- 
ment or of autonomous bodies set up by the Union Govern- 
ment, including nationalised undertakings and enterprises. It 
would, however, be open to any of the above excluded bodies 
to seek the assistance of the National Archives in any matter 
coming within the scope of the Resolution and to retire their 
non-current records of permanent value to it, if they so 
desire, at any time, in consultation with the National Archives 
of India. The term ‘‘records” for this purpose would in- 
clude documents, rolls codices, sheets, files, dossiers, micro- 
films, photographs, charts, plans, diagrams, maps, sound re- 
cording, etc. 

t'2) The Ministries/' Departments and other public offices 
coming within the purview of this Resolution will be res- 
ponsible for their current and semi-current records, periodical 
appraisal and elimination of ephemeral records and for 
orderly and systematic transfer of records of permanent value 
to the National Archives.

(5) The Departmental Record Officers should be responsi- 
ble for the proper maintenance and management of the semi- 
current records entrusted to their care, for compilation and 
periodic revision of Retention Schedules of the Department, 
for appraisal and weeding of records in accordance with the 
procedure laid down, for compilation and issue of Annual 
Indexes to Records,, for compilation and issue of the Orga- 
nisational History of the Department and annual supplements 
to it. for maintenance of general liaison with the National 
Archives, and for tendering advice generally on all matters 

B ertaining to record management to all sections within the 
lepartment. 

(6) Retention Schedules, indicating the periods for which 
particular classes or categories of records -should be preserv- 
ed, shall be drawn up by the Departmental Record Officers 
in consultation with the National Archives and should be 
got approved by the Ministry/ Department concerned. The 
schedules should be revised once in five years to ensure that 
adequate notice is being taken of the changing and expanding 
activities of the Department. 

The authority given to Departmental Record Officer to 
draw up retention schedules in consultation with the National 
Archives of India should nol however over-ride the instruc- 
tions contained in the Manual of Office Procedure, according 
to which officers dealing with the records at appropriate 
levels will have to take decisions regarding the period of 
retention of different records. The function of the Depart- 
mental Record Officer will be only advisory. 

t7) All records and files selected for permanent preserva- 
tion should be transferred to the National Archives 25 years 
after being closed or recorded, as laid down in the Manual 


of Office Procedure, 'subject to the following limitations : — 

. < a ) Files bearing any security classification should not 
be transferred to the National Archives. 

lb) The Presidents Secretariat, the Cabinet Secretariat, 
the Prime Minister’s Secretariat and the Union Public 
Service Commission may prescribe a period longer 
than 25 years for the transfer of their non-eonfi- 
Jential records. 

(c) Any individual file or records series may be retained 
by a Ministry /Department or office beyond the sti- 
pulated period tor any reason subject to the 
National Archives being apprised of the position. 

fd) Classified files remaining untransferred to National 
Archives at the end of the stipulated period should 
be appraised once, in five years with a view to down- 
grading them and downgraded files fit for perman- 
nent. preservation transferred to tit National 
Archives. 

fe) File once transferred may be withdrawn from the 
National Archives by the Ministry/ Department or 
Offices concerned for n stipulated period, apprising 
the National Archives of the reasons for taking 
such action. 

(f) The administrative Ministries would have sole autho- 
rity to decide on the consigning of particular re- 
cords of the attached and subordinate offices to the 
National Archives. 

(8) Records pertaining to a body becoming defunct with 
no successor taking over its functions, should be transferred 
to die National Archives soon after the body is defunct. 

(9) No records more than hundred years old should he 
destroyed, 

(10) The Director of Archives will be responsible for the 
custody, proper care and management of all records received 
in the’ National Archives of India. 

(11) The Director of Archives may receive public records 
of any public office or organisation falling outside the scope 
of this Resolution or papers of historical value with private 
institutions and individuals, subject to ihe conditions mutually 
agreed upon, 

(12) Tlie Director of Archives is required to co-ordinate 
and guide all operations connected with public records ill 
respect of iheir administration, preservation and elimination, 
with a view to ensuring that, records of permanent vulue arc 
not destroyed and are transferred to the National Archives 
at the appropriate lime. 

(13) The Director of Archives will tender such advice and 
render such assistance as may be possible lo offices and 
institutions falling outside the scope' of this Resolution in 
respect of technical problems bearing on record management. 

( 14) The Director of Archives will be, responsible for 

attending to ancillary matters, such as archival Commissions 
and Committees, archival publications, compilation of the 
National Register or Private Archives and organising exhibi- 
tions and for developing general archival consciousness in 
the country. 1 

(15) The Director of Archives will submit a report to 
Government every year on the management of public re- 
cords, will particular reference to the actual working of the 
record management system. 

(16) All non-confidential public records, transferred to 
the National Archives, of the period prior to the 31st Decem- 
ber, 1945, and prospectively all such records more than 30 
years old, will be open to honafide Research scholars, sub- 
ject to such exceptions and restrictions _ as may be found 
necessary by the Departments concerned in consultation with 
the Director of Archives, National Archives of India. 

(17) The Ministries /Departments and other offices may, 
in consultation with the National Archives of India, grant 
special access to records not transferred to the National Archi- 
ves of India.

No. F.5-33/72-L.2,— The Conference of Representatives of 
Hindi Speaking States set up by the Government of 'India 
in Resolution No. F. 6-44/69-IL.II dated the 8th April. 1969 
at its meeting held in New Delhi on the 20th July, 1972 re- 
commended that a high level independent committee should 
be constituted to review in all its aspects the progress of the 
Scheme of Book Production as implemented by the Hindi 
Granth Akademies with a view to ascertaining as to how 
far the objectives of the scheme have been fulfilled and also 
to suggest measures to be adopted for bringing about im- 
provement in the working of the scheme to achieve those 
objectives. The Government of India, having accepted the 
recommendation, hereby set up the Review Committee as 
slated belcw. —

(a) as to how far the books, both original and transla- 
tion produced by the Akademies have found accept- 
ance in the syllabii of the universities and are rele- 
vant to the courses of study and useful to the 
students; 


(b) the prices of books produced in relation to the 
prices of comparable books in the market and ulst 
the capacity of the students to pay; in particular 
the prices of translated books as compared to (hose 
of original titles; 

(c) (i.) whether the titles selected for translation are 

appropriate; 

(ii) whether the quality generally of the transla- 
tions produced with special reference to the 
capacity of comprehension of the students and 
the variety of Hindi used is appropriate; 

(iii ) whether the editions of the originals adopted 
for translation are the latest; 

(iv) whether basic books which are likely to be 
used by the bulk of th c students have been 
brought out in preference to sophisticated and 
advanced works needed only by a few specia- 
lists who will in any case read thc originals; 

(d) the causes which have led to the poor sale of the 
books produced by the Akademies so far; 

(e) the composition of the existing subject panels; 

(2) to suggest : 

(a) generally the measures to be adopted for bringing 
about improvement in thc working of the scheme 
with a view to fulfilling its objectives; 

(b) measures for improvement in respect of matters 
examined in the light of (1) above; 

(c) measures to be adopted for the expeditious prepara- 
tion and publication of subject digests, abstracts and 
journals; 

(d) the best mechanism for getting books written by 
eminent scholars; 

(c) the appropriate formula /formulae for the pricing of 
books produced under the scheme and the pricing 
policy generally: 

(f) thc broad phasing that should be adopted In the 
production of these books; 

(g) the targets to be achieved by each Granth Akademi 
within a specified period of time; 

(h) the broad strategy in respect of the book produc- 
tion programme that should be adopted during the 
Fifth Five-Year Plan; and 

(3) to review the existing administrative and financial 
arrangements in various Granth Akademies and to suggest, 
if possible, a uniform pattern of administration and 
financial management for thc Hindi Granth Akademies. 

The Review Committee is expected to submit its report to 
the Government of India in the Ministry of Education and 
Social Welfare within three months from the date of Issue of 
this Resolution, 

The Secretariat of the Review Committee shall be located 
in the Kendriya Hindi Sansthan, Agra, under the Ministry 
of Education and .Social Welfare.
